Though this may mean the loss 
to some men in the East of a few 
weeks’ work in the year, the cessa- 
tion of these trips is not entirely 
to be regreted, They had several 
features which made them some- 
what undesirable. In the first place, 
many of. the men who went West 
did so, not to work in the harvest, 
but to seek their fortune in Western 
cities, and the result was that the 
West suffered each year through an 
influx of unemployed. Even of those 
who did go on the farms, many re- 
mained on the prairies after their 
work was done, and added to the 
overcrowded condition of the cities. 

There is another encouraging 
feature revealed in the senator’s re- 
mark. The West is coming into her 
own. Rich in natural resources, she 
has been man-poor. The fact that 
there is no longer much need for 
extra workers shows that she is 
becoming independent, that she is 
gathering unto herself a farming pop- 
ulation sufficient to carry on.
